The public meeting held in Odd Fellows' 


hall Friday evening at 
which Mayor 


Houghlon made his address outlining the 
city administration for the past two years 
was the most important meeting held 
here during the history of the town or 
city. Before the hour set for the meeting 
the hall was filled and hundreds were 
turned away. 


At a little after 7 o'clock there wore 


half a hundred men in the corridor of the 


nall awaiting the opening of the doors 
many were then streaming up the stairs 
and could not find standing room on the 
landing. 
The 
hall 
filled 
im- 


mediately 
on the 
opening of 
the 


doors and before the speakers took their 
seats on the platform there was not stand- 
ing room for another person. Some of 
the beat known citizens were leaning up 
against the walls and the space at the end 
of the seats reminded one of the last town 
meeting days when such men as W. G. 
Cady had to get up on a ladder to be seen 
and heard. The stair landing had all that 
it could accommodate and the windows 
looking out on Main street had all they 
could hold. Many came and could not 
get a place to set their foot. 


The most perfect order was maintained 


in the audience throughout the whole 
time the meeting lasted. The closest at- 
tention was given the speakers and the 
applo use at times was an expression o* 
unusual enthusiasm. The points made 
by the mayor were not lost in the slight- 
est degree on the men who listened to 
him and the familiarity of the listeners 
with public affaire was proven by the 
warm way in which details given them 
wire received when they had strong 
bearing on current criticisms. 
Ther« 


has never been a meeting in North Ad- 
ams at which such attention was given 
the speaker and none at which the en- 
dorsement of things said was so mrfrked.

Judge Carlton T. Phelps was chairman 


and snortly after 8 o'clock he introduced 
ilayor Houghton after making a short 
speech in which he referred to the ob- 
taining of the city charter and its position 
among the charters of the state. He had 
strong words in favor of the administra- 
tion-and the mayor. 


Mr. Houghton warmed to his subject 


the longer he spoke, and at times urged 
his points with great feeling and elo- 
quence. This was especially true when 
he made generous reference to his co- 
ls,borers in the city government, and 
v.'hen he dwelt on the work of the board 
ot health in materially decreasing the 
Jeath rate in the city. But the climax of 


< uthusiasin broke over the crowded hall 
v, hon the mayor had effectively closed his 


> kircss by saying ttiat honest effort had 
1 e i put forth by all the city's officials to ! 


serve the city faithfully and well, and 
then, facing the audience in conscious 
strength of his positiou, said tbat he was 
ready to answer any question. There was 
a moment's silence, no one offering to 
raise objection to a word that had been 
said or ask a question. Then began a 
storm 
of applause 
that shook the 


building and continued for several mo- 
ments, died away and then began again. 
The man of whom it had been said "he 
dares not answer questions," stood vindi- 
cated, without a protestor from among alj 
his carping critics. 


After Mr. Honghton had sat down, Bev 


Mr. Tenuey moved him a vote of thanks 
for having explained in his fair and un- 
partisan way the doings of the adminis- 
tration. This was voted with a shout and 
the meeting was then dissolved. A rush 
ot men started for the platform, eager to 
congratulate Mr. Houghton, who was 
kept busy shaking hands for some time. 


Tlie Mayor's. Speech • 


Mr. Chairman, Fellow Citizens 
and 


Neighbors; I assure you that it gives me 
great pleasure to be present here tonight' 
and to give you an account of my steward" 
ship for the last two years. 


It was in this hall where the idea of 


having a city charter was first put forth, 
or in other words where it was submitted 
for your examination, and it is proper 
that in this hall you should hear an ac- 
count of what has taken place during the 
last two years. 


Tlie New Form. 


Of course when you started off from the 


town government, with the irregularities 
that, you had under that form and were 
transformed into a city government, there 
was quite a change. The city govern- 
ment was organized about two years ego, 
and the great power which the charter 
conferred upon the mayor of making 
nearly all appointments and giving almost 
unlimited power to the executive depart- 
ment, was unique among the city charter5 
of this commonwealth, and as Judge 
Phelps just said, "We have been upon 
trial because our city charter is so far in 
advance of those of other cities. 


Uncompleted Reservoir. 


After the various appointments were 


made and we got to running in a natural 
way about the first thing that was taken 
up was the uncompleted reservoir that 
was to give us pure water. 
We found 


that reservoir left over to us from the 
town. It had been, up to the time of the 
founding of the city government, done by 
day labor. 
There was a difference of 


opinion as to twhether the reservoir was 
costing more 
money than it 
should. 


The 
prudential 
committee 
had 


advertised 
for bids 
and 
there 


were many made but it was 
finally 


thought wise not to complete it by con- 
tract, but to give the work out to the resi- 
dents of the town of North Adams. The 
work was carried on through the sum- 
mer but was not completed, so when the 
city government came in and the cost to 
complete it was computed, it seemed to 
be the better judgment to contract the 
work out, and it seemed to be ihe senti- 
ment of the people that it should be so 
donejand should have been done so at first' 


Local Bidders ili^li. 


Therefore the board o'i public worksi 


consisting of Messrs, Cady, Hunter and 


Chase, after due consideration aud after 
talking it over with the mayor, decided 
that we should ask tor bids for this work 
and have it done by contract. I think 
there were seven or eight bids and but 
one bid from people of North Adams 
which was almost twice as much as the 
bids from the outside, and of the bid of 
the party to whom we awarded the con- 
tract. The work was carried on under 
the inspection of the county commission- 
ers, who appointed an engineer to see 
that the plans and specifications were 
carried out correctly. 
The work was 


completed under the first year of the 
administration 
and there was about 


{§14,000 or $15,000 saved under the estimate. 


The Moitey Sitved. 


That money, under the recommenda- 


tion of the state board of health and of 
our local board of health, Dr. Simpson, 
Mr. Ashe and Mr. Richardson, was taken 
for the purpose of purchasing those farms 
iu the Notch to remove all the sewage 
that came from the barns and stables and 
wipe the objectionable buildings out of 
the way so they could not contaminate 
the pure water that wo now have. We 
decided after going to the council and 
after the recommendation of the board of 
health and state board, that these farms 
be purchased. They were purchased for 
something like §15,000, that we had saved 
out of the appropriation. The buildings 
were all removed so the water flowing 
into the reservoir was kept pure. 


fllauuural PredEclfion Fulllllcd. 


Now, 
gentlemen, you remember at the 


close of the first year it was stited in the 
inaugural that it did not seem wise to 
build more reservoirs because we believe 
what we hid would give ample supply for 
at least 10 years, and give all the water 
needed. Therefore, for tne past yearthis 
reservoir has been on trial and the pre- 
diction has been on trial, and it is pleas- 
ant to state to you that wh ich you all 
know, that you have not wanted for pure 
water and you have not been ordered to 
shut off faucets or stop sprinkling your 
lawns if you desired to. 


Prerouting Suits. 


After the completion ot this reservoir, 


or rather during the time it was being 
completed, 
other 
work 
was taken 


up, work on the surface sewers. The 
sewers from the swamp up through 
Meadow street were constructed, while 
a suit of Mr. Boland's was pending against 
the town, as the water came into his cel- 
lar and did great damage. Much more 
work of like nature Was-needed because 
the surface water was not taken cave of. 
Afterwards the board of health took up 
the question of domestic sewers. 


State Board Endorses. 


After consulting with the state board of 


health and finding their decision was that 
we must have more sewers and that 
eventually we icould bu called upon to 
take all the sewerage from our streams, 
they were invited to come up here and 
look over the ground. Plans were made 
and submitted to them and a system of 
sewers, which would insure this village 
complete drainage, was begun. 
The 


work v;as carried on during the first year 
of the administration as far as possible. , 


that the desire of the people was for bet- 
ter roads and more permanent improve- 
ments ana that we were doing too much 
on our roads not of a permanent nature. 
The thought seemed to be tbat if we at- 
tempted public improvements there would 
be injustice done to outlyingdistriots.Itwas 
hardly fair to ask outlying districts to come 
into the village and pay in the same pro- 
portion as'those living within the village, 
therefore, after a great deal of study and 
consultation the idea was conceived that 
we might get a permanent improvement 
act through the legislature which would 
enable us to assess the abutters thereby 
relieving the people on the outside from 
being burdened so heavily as the people 
in the village and putting more of this 
burden upon the abutters. 


JBerorc HIP Board of Trade. 


To get an expression from the people it 


seemed to be wise tbat it should be sub- 
mitted to the board of trade, that being a 
representative body, that they ini^ht ex- 
press themselves as to the advisability of 
having an act passed to carry out this 
plan. We suggested to the board of trade 
this idea and a meeting was called. 
It 
was 
very 
largely 
attended 


aud I went there and unfolded the plan 
of permanent improvements, explaining 
to them the desire of the people-and what 
we had in mind to do. It was received 
with favor and there was not a dissenting 
voice. Many spoke in favor and no one, 
as I remember, spoke against it. Finally 
after full and free discussion it was voted 
t,hat it be recommended to the city coun- 
cil and that they be requested to ask the 
mayor to petition the legislature to have 
the bill enacted with provisions to assess 
the abutters. 


Tin; Bill's Features, 


Under the bill so enacted, our public 


improvements are being carried on. It 
limits the indebtedness, as I have stated, 
to £100,000j,extending over a period ol five 
years, EO that one-fifth falls due each 
year. It also creates a lien on the real es- 
tate of the abutters securing, their pro- 
portion, the same as any other tax 
which is assessed. It 
also 
compels 


the street railway to pay its propor- 
tion, which 
must first be deducted. 


Protecting, the People. 


We also appreciate the facfc that we 


must give the people the very best pro- 
tection. If we were to have a public im" 
provement act under which debt would 
be incurred the limit of such debt should 
be fixed in that act. It was thought best 
to make this limit $100,000 and thai limit 
is iixsdm the ace. 
We felt that in such 


an act we could protect the outlying resi- 
dents, the abutters and the city's inter- 
ests as well. We got a bill through the 
legislature containing all these provisions 
and authorizing the assessing of 50 per 
cent, on the abutters. Take for example 
one of our streets which T shall speak of 
piesently. Upon this basis, ifwelaidout 
?20,000 on that street, §10,000 would be 
given by abutters, $5000 on either side, 
and £10,000 by the city, less the mount 
tbat the Hoosac Valley street railway 
company must pay. 


This amounts oil the Main street to 12J 


per cent of the whole expense of paving

Quite a system of domestic sewers was put 
in and a system of better plumbing. The 
condemning of unsanitary buildings was 
begun, thus renovating the town, and re- 
moving places where there might be 
germs of disease. A good work has been 
done by the local board ot health during 
the last twolyears. 


Happy Oo-Iiiicky Way. 


So far as macadam and better roads 


were concerned, there was very little 
done during the first year of the adminis- 
tration. Center street was macadamized 
and a piece of macadam put down near 
the monument, but not very much. We 
purchased a steam roller and got the 
work fairly started the first year. Of course 
you are aware that before this change 
of a town government to a city govern- 
ment took place things were carried on in 
a sort of easy, go-lucky way. When we 
came to change to city government we 
had to establish grades to put in sewers, 
to extend water pipes, and it took a long 
time to get everything going nicely, so 
that we have been able to accomplish 
more the second year than we did the 
first. 0o*Iro lor Improvement*. 


Now in regard to the second year of the 


administration, the thought came to us 


this street. It also provides that be_ 
fore the improvements can be put in 
operation-two-thirds of the council mus' 
order the work done and the mayor must 
give his approval also. 


The act further provides that a plan 


must be drawn and specifications filed 
with the register of deeds within thirty 
days after the approval of the paving or- 
der. In other words every safeguard is 
thrown around the people by this act in 
its limitations concerning the debt, its 
lien upon real estate, its time of payment 
so that it i3 perfectly safe in every way. 
This bill was approved by the legislature 
and passed just as it was framed. I have 
a copy of the bill here, but I hardly think 
it Is necessary to read it as I have covered 
very fully its provisions. 


Good Buslue&s Judgment. 


Now there was a calculation made to 


know where this would land us if we wen? 
on with it and that calculation was such 
that it seemed we could get, as we have 
been getting, permanent improvements; 
that we could build school houses and that 
we could take care of our debt as it be- 
comes due.

Six Bullets In the Body of a Connec- 


ticut Man. 


Wife Bound and Gagged In 


His Absence. 


Fatally Wounded as He Entered His Residence

and bound her, and then chloroformed 
her. 


Mrs. Lambert wag alone in the house 


at the time and the xobbers proceeded 
about the house in search of plundei. 
While they were upstairo Mr. Lambert 
returned from this cits', and Just as he 
enteied the house he was deliberately 
sho't at by the men, who emptied two 
revolvers into him. He fell to the floov 
unconscious 
The robbers then calmly 


drew the shells from their revolvers, re- 
loaded them, and took Mr. Lambert's 
team and drove away.

and correct abous our city affairs, It was 
a sober and thoughtful audience -such an 
one as does credit to American citizen- 
ship and strengthens faith in the princi- 
ple of government by the suffrage of the 
people. It was a fair audience and a cour- 
teous one, creditable to itself and respect- 
ful to the speaker. It waa made up of men 
of ail classes,—of men who were storfc 
adherents as well as the opponents of the 
administration,--and there was present' 
too, a large number who came open to 
conviction. It was such an audience as 
can only be gathered together when men 
are in earnest and are eager to learn the I 
truth about the issues at stake. 
i 


The occasion was an exceptional one. 


The man who for two years has been 
largely responsible for the conduct of the 
city's affairs by virtue of the provisions of 
• charter which centered in him as mayor 
(Teat power, and the adoption of which 
he strongly advocated and labored for, 
came before his fellew citizens to ex- 
plain, as he knew them, the results of 
that charter's workings. The thought 
uppermost in the minds of the audience 
was whether or no the speaker would 
vindicate to their satisfaction the work- 
ings of the new city charter for which 
they knew him to be so largely 
re- 


sponsible and responsibility for which he 
had so courageously taken. The central 
figure of the new charier, both in its in- 
ception and trial, was before a jury met 
to hear its cause. 


The story of two years'work, was told as 


a business man would tell it, occasionally 
heightened by the. speaker's feeling, the 
detail of work done was reviewed a' 
length, points of lnw and the charter ex- 
plained, reasons for action, that has been 
severely criticised, given, and finally op- 
portunity offered for any questions. 


What was the verdict ? The great au- 


dience listened to what might, ordinarily 
seem a dull recital of detail and fact with 
closest attention for an hour and a half. 
There was not a sign ol tiring nor the 
slightest disturbance as the fair, impar- 
tial, dignified story of the administration's 
doings was tolc".

There was no reason for exception on the 
ground that the speaker was the advo- 
cate and pleader of any candidate or 
party's cause. He was speaking as a 
public servant to those to whom he felt 
responsible; giving an account of his 
stewardship. 


The verdict of the popular jury that as- 


sembled in Odd Fellows'hall last night 
was given in the rousing cheers and loud 
applause that greeted Mayor Uoughton at 
the close of his unpretentious address. It 
was more eloquently given in the silence 
that followed the speaker's announcement 
that he was ready to answer any ques- 
tions. While he stood waiting to meet 
any orilicism, his hour of popular vindi- 
cation, and of popular approval had come. 
The tonguo of carping criticism and base- 
less accusation was dumb in the presence 
of this man of business, fortified with the 
•imple facts and strong in the conviction 
that he had done his duty as a public 
servant and that the administration he 
represented was honest. 


Truth will triumph next Tuesday, and 


H. T. Cady will be elected mayor of this 
city. The storm of falsehood and mis- 
representation that for a time has seemed 
to threaten this city has been beaten back.

Amoskeag Directors Imitate the Course ol 


Fall River Manufacturers. 


Bo-slon, Dec. 18.—At a meeting of tlhe 


directors of the Amoskeag Manufactur- 
ing- company of Manchester, N. H., it was 
voted to reduce the \vag-es of its em- 
ployes about 10 per cent on Jan. 1. The 
A moskcas plant is one of the larg-est en- 
frag-ed in the manufacture of cotton in 
the country, and employs between SCf 
and 9000 people. 


Manchester, X. II., Dec. IS—Th? an- 


nouncement that the Amoshaag Manu- 
facturing company would, on Jan. 1, in- 
stitute a eutdo-un of about 10 per cent 
in its payroll, while not entirely expect- 
ed, Is received with general regret. The 
plant occupies 16 mills, and Pbout 800,000 
spdnd'lfis and 10,000 looms are run. Tlic 
weekly output of cloth is about 2,000,000 
J'ards. 


Agent Herman P. Straw says that while 
the Amory, Stark and Jefferson mills in 
this city are rur by directorates separ- 
ate from that of the AmosUea.g, he has 
Htrte doubt but thai they will also rerke 
a cut. These mills arc practically one 
and the tame, the same stockholders 
controlling them all. He has no idea o.s 
to how long- the reduction will continue. 
Mr. Straw says that the cut will effort 
everyone right through, officers included. 


Oilier? I.ikelv to Jnin the Movement, 
Pall River, Mass., Dec. 13.—The manu- 


facturers in this city are not surprised 
that tihc Amoskeag Manufacturing com- 
pany is to take action similar to their 
own in regard to the cotton mMiufncfjr- 
ing- Industry. They feel that the out- 
come will be to bol-iter their arguments, 
and that other New England manu:ac- 
turers will join in, the movement, which 
is the result of a, dull market and low 
prices for goods. The output of the 
Amoskea^ company differs from that of 
the Fall River mills, and yet the entire 
cotton cloth industry in the New England 
Bta'tes will, tn the opinion of local mariu- 
laclurers, feel the necessity of similar 
action, without regard to the class of 
goods bping made. The operatives aro 
naturally disappointed that the reduc- 
tion is to be more g-eneral, and the result 
may prevent a strike in this city.

Washing-Ion, Dec. 18.— The bill relating I 


IT pelagic spaling Which has just passed | 
both branches of congress and is before 
she president contains a provision of 
fa/r-rcaohing importance which has thug 
far escaped attention. This places an 
absolute prahibitron on the future bring- 
ing- of sealskins into the United States 
from any source whatever. 
As the 


United States is the largest market in 
the world for sealskins, this complete 
stoppage of the trade, in this country 
•will be a severe measure against the 
Britisih ar.d Canadian industries which 
take and cure the skins and then dispose 
of tlhiem largely in the United States. 


When the bill was proposed it was 


generally supposed that its only purpose 
\vas to prohibit American citizens from 
carrying on pelagic sealing. This fea- 
ture was the only one to attract atten- 
tion during the ddscusslons. At the olose 
of the bill, however, is a section which is 
not restricted to Americans, but applies 
to sealskins to general "taken in the 
waters mentioned in this act,;' which in- 
cludes the whole Pacific oceani The pro- 
visiomr is as follows: 


Section 0—That the importation into 


the United States by aniy person what- 
soever of fur sealskins taken in the wa- 
ters mentioned in this act, whether rav., 
dressed, dyed or manufactured, is here- 
by prohibited, end all such articles im- 
ported after this act BhaJl take effect 
etiall not be permitted to oe exported, but 
Bhall be seized and destroyed by the 
proper officers of the United Seates. 


Those who are thoroughly 
familiar 


with the bill say this provision is of far 
more importance in its effect than the 
prohibition ajralnst peiz-jlc sealing by 
Americans.

New YORK, Dec. IS.—[Special.]—The 


transpontine boss, Hugh McLaughlin ol 
the borough of Brooklyn, who, it is bo- 
licved, will be able to get jiia't aUout, what 
ho wants from Mr. Orokcr, is crowned 
with silvery hair anil wears a face uf calm, 
not to say wooden, expression, adorned by 
a flowing mustache as white as his hair 
Ho also wears a high hat, which ho re- 
moves only when absolutely necessary, 
with such distinction as to malic it; almost 
as well known as Commodore Gerry's fur 
cap. 
Onco when a witness an court Mc- 


Laughlin added to tho lame of his hat, by 
declaring that ic was his only cflice. 


Should ho survive until April 2 next he 


will have achieved 70 years of earthly ex- 
istence. 
All his life has been passed in 


Brooklyn, for, while his father was a na- 
tive of the old sod, Hugh was born "under 
the heights," close to the shore of Now 
York buy, in JTurnam street. 
There the 


father kept a thriving grocery, and no 
doubt would have become rich in time, had 
not death claimed him when Hugh, the 
youngest of seven children, was only !J. 
His Mother Was Interested In Poljtfcs. 


He cnmo by his taste for politics honest- 


ly, for his mother was vastly interested in 
public affairs. She used often to loll Hiis-h 
in his youth that he ought nut to bf con- 
tent with a business life, and he began to 
follow out her ideas as early as he could. 


Ho started for himself as apprentice in a 


rope walk, bub set up a fish market before 
he was 31. From the lish market he- grad- 
uated into the navy yard as a master me- 
chanic and 
there he was fir.st called 


"boss." He also ran with the machine as 
a volunteer iireman in tho fifties, aud was 
then known as "chief." 


Ho was one ol thoqo who formed the 


"Union club of Brooklyn some time be- 
tween 1SDO and ISfiO, and its domicile in 
Vierrepont street was the first clubhouse, 
built on Lous- Island. During that decade 
ho was a delegate to every New York state 
Democratic convention. 
In 
ISfiO ho at- 


tended the national convention of his party 
at Charleston, and that year, too, ho ran 
for sheriff of Kings county, but unsuccess- 
fully. 
In 1801 ho was elected registrar of 


deeds, was re-elected in 1804, was defeated 
in 1867 and elected again in 1870. 
After 


the expiration of his third term he retired 
permanently from ofliceholding and es- 
tablished headquarters in an auctioneer's 
oflice. From this place, redolent with the 
musty odors of old carpets and clustered 
with piles of secondhand furniture, ho 
has ever since dictated the local policy of 
his party in the main, exercising quite as 
autocratic authority in Brooklyn as ever 
Mr. Crokor has in New York. 


It is not surprising, therefore, that ho 


has felt strong enough to demand a big 
fharo of the greater city's oilices for ins 
followers, especially since he has been boss 
in uuh longer than Crokcr. 


His i"ortuue and JJis Private lafe. 


Boss McLaughlin is a rich man. I am 


not prepared to givo figures concerning 
his lortuiiL', but it is certainly a largo one. 


It has never been charged, however, so 


far ns I have heard, that his wealth was 
corruptly won in policies. 
On tho con- 


trary, its beginning is well understood to 
have been made in real estate speculation 
at the time certain changes were made In 
the plans o£ Prospect park. Tho financial 
independence thus, assured has undoubted- 
ly been one of his strongest levers in main- 
taining dominance over Brooklyn's gen- 
eral Democratic committee. 


McLaughlin has been charged with rdl 


tho political sins there are, and metre, too, 
hut his private life has been beyond sus- 
picion. Among men he is austerely severe 
and generally taciturn, though on occa- 
sion ho can talk with blistering volubility. 
Horse races and betting have jiever had 
any attractions for him, and his nearest 
approach to dissipation, according to one 
of his oldest friends, has been the playing 
of chess and checkers at the headquarters 
of the Volunteer Firemen's association. 
Xlioi'o he has spent any number of inno- 
cent and tranquil evenings. But ho is a 
great home body, and his fine brownstone 
residence In t-fcinsen street has always 
been bis favorite resort. 


His Bauglitur's Wedding Gifts. 


Mr. McLaughlin's only child is a daugh- 


ter, whose marriage to Dr. Alexander Car- 
roll some dozen yecirs ago or more is still 
talked 01 in Brooklyn because of the great 
number and value of the wedding gifts. 
McLaughlin himself gave a fully furnish- 
ed four story house on aristocratic Wash- 
ington place, opposite Fort Greene park. 


''Besides that house," au admirer of 


"tin-chiefs," who was present at the wed- 
ding, said the other day, "the young cou- 
ple had the biggest layout of presents I 
ever sat eyes ou. twiy. they filled six great, 
big furniture vans when carted away from 
the old man's house to hers, and there was 
euch a lot of gold and silver that they built 
a private vault to keep it in. 
Maybe you 


rend how burglars tried to break into that 
-.unit the other night,. 
Xo: the presents 


didn't come from rich society folks mostly, 
but from political friends of the chief's, 
as a rule—city oliicials and the like. 


"Why, 
there was one clock made of va- 


riegated onyx and inlaid with ivory that 
stood ten feot high and must have co^t a 
power of money. Then there was a dia- 
mond bracelet, every sparkler being of 
nine carats; a set of Limoges china, 423 
pieces; a china closet and buffet that tool- 
up .ill one, side of a big room, and a pure 
gold dinner set, besides heaps and heaps of 
other things.

elected mayor ol Brooklyn by the Repub- 
licans, and altogether, according to his po- 
litical opponents, the chief has been down- 
ed ten tunes, only to rise again after euoh 
overtbro-v as smiling and more powerful 
than e\ er. K. M. JShepard fought him un- 
sucuL'ssl'ully in 181)-!, and through nearly 
the whole of Mr. Cleveland's second term 
the wires were cut between the VVhiSo 
IIounc and the homo ol the transpontine 
boss.

stirrup and forward seat, for outside 
the race tracks our equestrians ride 
•n ith much longer leathers and a much 
squarer seat in the saddle than arc usual 
with theii English cousins 
For hunt- 


ing, road iidiug and racing the rule 
there is to have the stirrup leathers of 
such a length that the leg as far as the 
knee sets at an angle of -15 degrees. 


Nine men out of ten can determine 


the exact length of stirrups they re- 
quire by placing the tips of their fingers 
against the saddle and drawing out the 
leathers until the bottom of the iron 
touches the aimpit when the arm is 
fully extended. 
This gives the regu-

We got all 
these things without increasing onr tax 
rate one mill over and above what it had 
been under the town form of government' 
Now gentlemen, I don't want to be mis- 
understood by any persons who live out- 
side of the fire district. This would not 
apply to them as they h<id uo fire district 
tax to pay under the town. To those in 
the fire district paying taxes as they have 
been paying for the last ten years, we 
demonstrated that we could carry on all 
these plans without increasing, one mill, 
their tax rate over what it had been un- 
der the town government. Those outside 
the old fire district limits are now pay 
ing an increased tax because the whole 
city has assumed the old fire district debt- 


Mini tin:; For the Be»t. 


The question of taking up the public 


improvements under this act was com- 
menced. The first thing to be done was 
to enter upon an investigation. The com- 
missioner of public works, Mr. Hunter, 
and the city engineer, Mr. Emigh, made a 
most thorough investigation in many 
cities to ascertain the best kind oi'pave- 
ments. They wrote many parties that 
had undertaken public works, consulted 
the engineers of many cities and made the 
most thorough investigation they could 
in general. An immense amount of work 
of this kind was done. I, myself, carried 
on a system of investigation and when we 
came to compare notes we were all of one 
mind. We decided that North Adams was 
not a proper place to use asphalt paving, 
that the best paving for this place seemed 
to be vitrified brick and granite blocks. 


Deciding; lor the si reels. 


Ai'ter going over these things as thor- 


oughly as

on Main street, and that we would take 
some other street and use granite blocks 
on it, where the teaming was heaviest. 
We went into the thing as thoroughly as 
we could to see if we could not devise 
some p]an of operation. The idea was to 
pave" Main street to Eagle street with vit- 
rified brick, to pave Eagle street by using 
granite blocEs and to use granite blocks 
up Union street to the Windsor Print 
works. We also thought that on Bank 
street to the depot it was best to use vit- 
rified brick. Granite block was planned 
for Holden street and vitrified brick for 
Summer sweet. 


Tlio Abnttcr* Considered. 


Now there is one feature in this bill that 


I desire to speak of which seems to be ar- 
bitrary and that is this: It did not pro- 
vide for the abutters having anything to 
say about the improvements in connec- 
t lonwith the city council. 
This did not 


seem just as they paid one-half of the ex- 
penses. 


We decided not to do any paving unti' 


the abutters on a street on which paving 
was proposed to be done, had first peti- 
tioned the council, naming the material 
they preferred and had signed a waiver of 
all damages that might arise. 


Preparing lor Work. 


We went into things very thoroughly* 


There was a ereat deal of engineering to 
do and a great deal estimating. We found 
that certain water pipes in our streets 
must be removed.. It was found necessary 
to replace some of the pipes in Mainstreet. 
The gas company I think, asked the priv- 
ilege of changing some pipes jn a few 
places. 
Finally the abutters on Main 


street all with the exception of the heirs 
of the Brolley estate, which I did not 
think it expedient to go to the necessary 
delay in getting, signed the petition for 
the paving of Main street with vitrified 
briok from State streat np to Church and 
from State street to Phoenix bridge. 


Vrlnt Works Not Favored. 


The message for vitrified brick went to 


the council and was granted. When we 
c»me to get the abutters on Eagle street 
^o sign off there were four abutters who 
would not do so, so we thought it best not 
to go ahead with the work on that strest. 
We took up Church street but found a 
good many abutters there objecting so we 
decided not to undertake the work there 
at present. 


Selecting tine Street. 


In selecting' a street to pavo with 


granite we found thatthere wai no other 
street available except Marshall stjreet. 
If there had been any other street that we 
could have selected we would not havoput 
the granite on Marshall street. I so stated 
to the city engineer as I did not wish any- 
one to ieel that the Arnold Print works 
were in any way to bo favored. The 
petition to the council to have ITirshstl 
street paved, signed by every abutter, and 
all damages having heen waived we ad- 
vertised for bids and got some eight or 
twelve of them including only one from 
North Adams. 
That was Mr. George 


Owens anrl it was inadmissible because it 
was unaccompanied with a check and it 
had to be thrown cut. 


I'or North Adaiiss* JLabor, 


la aadition it was not as low as that of 


the bidder we accepted, and who did the 
work. There was uo one in the city suffi- 
ciently acquainted with the business to 
make a proper bid or lo do the work. 
Our desire was, to have North Adaras peo- 
ple do the work if it could be done by 
them. We could not find anyboily who 
could do it and the contract was there- 
fore awarded to the Syracuse peonle. 
They gave a bond to properly construct 
the road according to the specifications 
and maintain it for five years. Now, follow 
citizens, if we were to have vitrilieci brick 
or other pavement, we wanted it done 
properly so i b, it it would last. The con- 
'ract was given to the Syracuse people 
because they had the material, knew how 
to lay it and made their bid in proper 
form.

torily. We hope and believe that it will 
prove satisfactory.

thing in our power, wn have worked con-

Comraci JUabor Not Favored. 


Now gentlemen in regard to the ques- 


tion of contract labor and the manner 
in which tt>e work on these streets was 
let, I must say that I am not in favor of 
contract labor. It necessitate low faidsi 
cheapens the price ot labor and gives 
work to others than North Adams people. 
We have borrowed 545,000 under the pub- 
lic improvement act and it stands against 
the city as a debt in the following amounts: 
Against the abutters JiOjOOO or rather 


against the real estate ad-joining each 
street improved, $3,600 against the street 
railway and the balance against the gen- 
eral taxable property oi"the city. 


Normal Scliool District. 


In regard to the public improvements 


,on Church street, when the state-board of 
education loca.ted the state normal school 
on that street, they were very anxious 
that some public improvements should be 
made there in order to beautify that part 
of the city and improve the approaches to 
the normal school grounds. 
The first 


board of public works, Mr. Cady, Mr. 
Chase and Mr. Hunter, and myself with 


aeveral representative citizens, met them 
and they made the proposition that we 
take such land of the state as we 
wished for the purpose of improvements. 


They said we have located this in- 


stitution in your midst and its surround- 
ings should be put in better condition. 
Their proposition was perfectly fair and 
we agreed to it. 
We spent considerablo 


time in arranging matters with the 
property owners in that vicinity to ar- 
range for undertaking this public im- 
provement. We arranged as well as we 
could with the abutters and we have put 
in some bank walls and have got the 
work in shape to be completed next 
spring. When this work is completed it 
will probably be done with vitrified brick. 
The next mayor will have the oppor- 
tunity to decide about this. 


It Will Be Copied. 


Now, 
gentlemen, there is thai much 


about the public improvement. Out of 
tbe §100,000 that can be borrowed under 
this act there will be left from ¥55,000 to 
$60,000 thai-can be used where a vote of 
two-thirds of the council signed by the 
mayor decides to lay it out. In my 
opinion this public improvement act is 
one of the best achievements that this 
city has made, and I believe it will be 
copied as our charter has been copied by 
neariy every city in the Commonwealth. 


Debt for Schools. 


We have made quite a debt in building 


our school houses, we have borrowed the 
money and it id my pleasant duty to tell 
you why. 
When the city government 


was established the schools could not 
accommodate all the 
students ready 


to attend, except in half day sessions. One 
half would go in the morning and the 
other half in the afternoon. You are welj 
aware that according to the laws of this 
commonwealth we must provide school 
accommodations for the children of the 
city and if we do not do so the city is 
liable to indictment. We had to do this 
work whether we borrowed the money 
or not. 


Duty to tlio CIilldron« 


We, therefore, purchased about seven 


acres of land at Braytonville and about 
the same amount on Johnson street and 
built school houses thereon. They cost 
about ?50,000 apiece and they have the 
best sanitary arrangements and the best 
systems of light and ventilation known to 
modern science. If we hnve spent too 
much money ot provided loo good ac- 
commodations for the children I would 
like to know it. but if ',vo ,nve not done 
so, then we have done on:- lull duty just 
as we tried to do. The.', hchool houses 
are now occupied, .[n .u oition, we have 
built a school house up in the Union 
where there are now seventy-five scholars 
waiting to enter besides those who will go 
from the overcrowded old Union school. 


'.E?lie State's Agreenneut. 


Besides the Union we have built an ad- 


dition to the Church street school house, 
the Mark Hopkins school. You will re- 
member that when the normal School was 
located here that we agreed with the 
state board to establish a training school 
and the agreement, was made in writing 
eo that this city was bound to the state 
and we had to fulfill our agreement. Be- 
sides this we havt> built a gymnasium 
there. That is nearly complete and the 
cost is nearly §50,000 more. So on these 
four schools about $200,000 have been laid 
out. 
Mnlons Appropriations. 


Now how are our appropriations made. 


The charter provides that a board of esti- 
mate consisting of the mayor, the presi- 
dent of the city council and chairman of 
the board of assessors meet and after re- 
ceiving the reports from the various de- 
partments they make up the appropria- 
tion of money that will be needed. But 
we have not confined ourselves to just this 
board. We have invited gentlemen from 
the various departments and from the 
city council, as many as the table down 
at the city hall would seat, about twenty 
and have consulted with them beforesend- 
my onr estimates to the council. The 
council can cut down the estimates of the 
executive but it can not add to them, not 
even a cent. 


Suggestion to Hie Council 


After the. appropriations are made they 


go into tl.e hands of the city treasurer 
who assigns each item to its proper fund 
and an appropriation mode for one pur- 
pose can not be delivered to another. No 
money can be drawn from the treasury 
withodt an ordsr signed by both the 
treasurer and the auditor. Both gcuLle- 
inen arc enjoined from drawing any order 
on auy account that is exhausted. If it 
were proper for me to make a suggestion 
I would suggest that the council have the 
auditor submit each month to them a 
list of all appropriations, what has been 
expended from each ons and the balance 
remaining. The executive however has 
nothing to do with it; it is a matter resting 
with the ccuncil alone but I have no 
doubl that the auditor would Le glad to 
comply with the rule. 


Mate lioad to Ailams. 


The last appropriation for roads was 


only flO,000 while the appropriation the 
year previous was £20.000. In view of 
this it was thought best to have an ap- 
propriation of ?2oOO for macadam high- 
was% The policy of this administration 
his been to supplement the work ol the 
state highway commission in laying 
macadam roads on the approaches to the 
city. 
We have sent this 
week 
by 


authority ol the council a petition for 
the acquirement of a si ale highway from 
Ashland street to the. Adams line accord- 
ing to the plans made by Frank B. 
Locke, the civil engineer, to the state 
commission. This is in accordance wUh 
the plan of Adams to have a state high- 
way built in that town to meet with us 
and make a fine avenue between the two 
places. 


Another Fine Approach. 


Then Clarksburg will also send in a pe- 


tition and have a mile or more of road 
built from where the macadam stops in 
the Union and so we will have three 
grand avenues approaching the city, one 
from Vermont, one from Adams and one 
from Williamstown, all being a source ol 
pleasure and gratification to wheelmen, 


to pedestrians and to those who are driv- 
irg. When the southern road reaches 
this city, the city will have to connect it 
with tbe northern road because the state 
commission will not build a road where it 
is underlaid with pipes and that is the 
reason why it did not continue the road 
from Williamstown into this city last 
season. 


Tlie OjBion Macadam. 


So when it came this year to laying the 


macadam, I suggested to Mr. Hunter, the 
commissioner of public works, that that 
money could be expended in the Union) 
and added that the A r iold Print works 
would be very glad to give a like amount. 
Thematter was arranged and theworkwas 
begun near the Windsor Print-works and 
carried toward the northern line of thB 
city in accordance with the general plan 
that I have indicated. 
It was impossible 


to begin the work until late in tha season 
owing to the work on the sewer. 


'File ILally 4*ercentase, 


The highway y/ork was done by Mr. 


Lally, to whom the work vras given upon 
a percentage. To many this may seem a 
iiutle queer but the same business princi- 
ple has prevailed in my own business. 
When we built the Beaver mill we did not 
contract the work but paid a percentage 
of 10 per cent and did our own insurance. 
On the street however Mr. Lally got 
twelve and one-half per cent and he in- 
sured the men, two and one-half per cent 
going for the insurance. 


Iveeplnu 't'liiu^s IKcrc* 


I want to say fellow citizens that we 


have never done any contract work ex- 
cept that we once built a picker house for 
|3,000 which has been torn down. In fact, 
we don't believe in contract work because 
when you do that yon must let your work 
to the lowest bidder, and when you come 
to do a close piece of work the result is 
often that it is bid in by an out-of-town 
party. Except where we have been com- 
pelled to, either by the terms of the char- 
ter or by public sentiment as in the casa 
of the reservoir, I have steadily discoun- 
tenanced the idea of contract work. By 
the contract system the out-of-town bid- 
der generally gets the job, and the people 
of North Adams are defrauded of the 
labor. I believe in keeping all we can in 
North Adams, even the congressman 
•when we have a man competent for the 
office. Fellow citizens, there is nothing 
too good for North Adams. 


JBcst sewered <;itj". 


I want to speak a word about the ex 


cellent work that has been done by our 
board of health, a work that few people 
realize the importance of. The board of 
health consisting of Dr. Simpson, Mr. 
Ashe and Mr. Richardson have made a 
great study in relation to the perfection 
of methods in this city whereby sickness 
and disease can be prevented by reason 
of better sanitary appointments. They 
have acted in every case under the advice 
and in consultation with the state board 
of health. The domestic sewer running 
from the Clarksburg line down through 
Union street Eagle street, Potter -place 
and along theriver side to the Marshall 
street bridge 
was 
constructed 
at 


their 
suggestion 
in 
co - operation 


with 
the 
state 
board 
and 
when 


we get across the river and all connec- 
tions are made we will be according to 
the engineers of the state board one of 
the best sewered cities in the common- 
wealth or in the country. 


All are Connected. 


I am aware that the members of the 


board ol health in being so stringent in 
their regulations have occasioned some 
hardships in compelling people to con- 
nect with the sewer and though strictly 
proper and not to be blamed, this has 
seemed to be a hardship in many cases. 
We, too, have felt their action. 
They 


have compelled the Arnold Print works 
to connect with the sewer at a cost of 
from 515,000 to ?20,000. This was some- 
thing of a hardship to us as that is a great 
deal of money, but we have connected 
with the sewer, the Windsor Print woiks 
are connected, Mr. Barber's tannery is 
connected and the result of it is that we 
can say to you that while it has cost the 
people a great deal of money it has als° 
done a great deal of good. 


I'lioeulx BrJdse Comtract. 


Just a word in regard to the Phoenix 


bridge. Of course you are aware that the 
old bridge was condemned. Plans were 
drawn and submitted to the council for a 
new bridge and the council having ap - 
proved them, we went to work at it and 
advertised for bids. 
The contract was 


awarded to the Berlin Iron bridge com- 
pany which was the lowest bidder. 
At 


the time the contract was awarded to 
them they were very short of work and 
were willing to take the contract at a 
low price because of that fact; but be- 
tween the time that the bid and the 
award of the contract, business came in- 
to their works so that they were very 
much delayed. 


Work of Ail Expert. 


In drawing up tho contract with them 


an expert was called, and the contract 
drawn is of the strongest kind. 
It was 


drawn by the counsel of the New York 
Central railroad and every clause in it has 
been adjudicated upon in the courts. 
j 


It is a contract where tbe damage for 


the non-fulfillment means *25 for each 
and every day that North Adanis has 
been deprived of this bridge after the first 
day of September. 


I liad the honor today to ride over that 


bridge at the request of Mr. Hunter, the 
commissioner of public works. 
So the 


bridge is all right. 
We have got the 


bridge. We have not paid a cent for it 
and it is all ready for use. Thera will be 
,*:5 deducted for each day you have been 
deprived of its use. 


The Forfeiture Is Best. 


Suppose we had taken a bond? If the 


specifications were not stated upon the 
bond all the damages would have to be 
assessed by a jury, before you would have 
gotten the measure that you are entitled 
to, and the litigation would probably last 
two or three yeurs before the courts would 
decide the matter. As it is, our contract 
price will not be paid until every provis- j 
ion in the contract is fulfilled, and I have I 
no reason to believe there will be any ob- j 
jections made by the company to com- 
plying with the provisions prescribed. 
Regarding the delay in getting the bridge j 
here, they had to get the work done in 
one of Mr. Carnegie's mills and that 
made another delay. 


Tlie Wnltney Agreement. 


We let the abutments lo Mr. Whitney 


who pushed the work as fast as possible 
and worked extra time on account of cho 
difficult excavation that had to be made 
and to get the abutments ready so that 
they could receive the bridge within the 
contract period. We hzcl no 
limitation j 


in regard to bonds b°c»usr v» wer'j well • 


aware of the fact that Whitney Bros, had j 
$100,000 in unincumbered real estate in ! 
the city of North Adan;s and they re- 
ceived no pay until the work was done. 
We had a perfect right to do what we 
did f.nd we did it. 


Debt Increased but What—? 


I want to say that the executive depart- 


ment has worked the best it could to per- 
form its duties and better and improve 
the condition of North Adams. I appre- 
ciate the fact that we have increased th<? 
debt, but what have you received in re- 
turn ? It is due to you that you know 
jnst where we stand. It Sa my pleasure to ! 
present a financial ttatemcnt covering the 
two years of this administration, and ! 
which I know to be absolutely correct 
showing where we stood when we became 
a city and how we stand today. In the 
first place I will take up the money that 
we have borrowed.

In 
the year 1SPC there were 358 and in 1897 
there were 333 deiths, showing a decreasg 
of 25 deaths, notwithstanding the increase 
of population of-3,059, leaving out of con, 
sideration the children in the parochial 
schools. This is a decrease in deaths dur- 
ing the past year as compared with the 
previous year of 7 per cent, while there 
has been in the past two years an increas9 
in population of more more tnan 3,000 
souls, and tbe death rate during the pasS 
year as compared with the previous year 
has gone from 1.S3 per cent to 1.52 per 
cent, an actual decrease in the death rate 
of 17 per cent considering the decreased 
number ot deaths and the increased popu- 
lation.
